He spoke of the present condition 
f this country as being iu tho grasp of u 
srrlblo dragon which would ruin it, 
nd that the woman hud handed theiu- 
elves together to wage war against it. 
This might be considered unwomanly, he 
aid, but women had hotter go a little 
ul of tho lines of tradition if it would 
ave the country from the danger which 
hreateued it. 


"TheW. C. T. U.," said Mr. Hubba, 
is a wonderful institution. It reaches 
uto every city and neighborhood and it 
uis planted seed iu every corner. All the 
uovemonts of the W. C. T. CJ. have been 
nnde for the distruction of tho saloons. 
Women are determined and persistent in 
their purposes and when they start to do 
a thing they will carry it out. This is 
their best trait of character. 
It is tho one 


ihing that has made her tne mightiest 
uural force in the world. I believe that 


saloons exist 100 yearn fiom now the 


W. C. T. U. will still be hero to fight 
them. The saloon power is one of tho 
most dogged, persistent powers in Amer- 
ica but the women will outdo them. 
The women will never stop their fight as 
long as the world exists. 
The saloon 


business is persistent because it is a mat 
tor of money with a certain class of peo- 
ple. But tho women have a stronger mo- 
tive, that of tho lovc_for their children and 
homes. The saloon must first root out 
jf the heart of woman the love for her 
children before they will have peace. If 
the men are so weak that they cannot do 
anything the women will keep up tho 
fight for them. 


"The women know themselves to be in 


the right. I will mention a few of the 
counts in tho indictment which they 
bring against the saloon. It produces dis- 
ease, rots the flesh, poisons tho blood, 
cooks tho brain, weakens tho mind and 
puts men in such a condition that they 
are 11 mass of physical corruption. 
The 


open saloon is a greater danger to a com- 
munity than an unqurautineu pest house. 
How can you vote to license an institu- 
tion which sells poison? A grocer would 
not be allowed to sell food which was poi- 
sonous, but yet Decatur licenses men to 
sell drinks that poison the body and drive 
people in the grave. 


The saloon business is run by tho 


tlon of the same size. In some cities half 
of tho aldermen are saloon keoparsor inon 
that are in touch with them. If the gro- 
oery men combined to elect eat bother as 
tho saloon men do they would be stopped. 
The saloon must keep in politics if they 
would retain their jwwer. 
Many young 


men are ruined by tho business. Young men 
these days are besieged with a force that 
will ruin them if they do not fight it. A 
man who has gone down to a drunkard's 
grave and a drunkard's perdition, has 
sunk to such depths that not e\on tho Al- 
mighty can lift him from it. 
The lieud 


of intemperance will destroy you iu body 
and soul. 
The best way for a young man 


to do is to let it alone if he would not 
have it destroy him. 
" The saloon keepers are law breakers. 


They sell to boys under :il and they sell 
to habitual drunkards. They c.iro not for 
the law and the only way to make them 
keep it is by force. They sneer at tho wo- 
men but if thu mon wt>n> us ripo us the 
women in this question there would not 
be any saloons. 
When thu town council 


voted to repeal thu licensee they wouldn't, 
weaken aud surrender, but would have 
stayed by tin1 good resolution when they 
made it. 


'•The houses and clothes of the saloon 


men seem to be made of the scraps taken 
from others. I would rather suffer In the 
cold than to wear garments that are pur- 
chased by blood money, and 1 would 
rather go, hungry thuu to eat the broad 
which is snatched from the starving wo- 
man. 
Drink robs u man of his money, 


huuor and hope and sands his soul Into u 
drunkard's perdition."

The Omaha (Neb.) city councii passed 
se curfew 
ordinance over Mayor 


iroatch's veto and it is now a law of the 
ity, going into effect at once. No ap- 
ropriation was made in the ordinance 
or a bell, but the parents of the city are 
xpected to attend to that part of the 
ausiness and note the hour. 


The idea of the ordinance, according 


to Couucilmen Benewa, Wheeler, Ax- 
ord and others of its supporters, is not 
o make wholesale arrests of children, 
iut to compel a certain class of people 
x> take better care of their children. If 
hey1 will not take care of them, then in 
he interest of other children, whose 
mrents do desire and try to do their 
dut}-, it is the duty of the state, accord- 
ng- to the friends of the ordinance, to 
tep in. 
There are some parta of the 
city 


vhere the children, as a rule, are at 
lome by the hours given in the ordi- 
nance, and where its passage and en- 
'orcement will not change conditions. 
Iut in many sections of the city it is ex- 
pected to break tip, or at least restrain, 
.he small gangs of cigarette-smoking, 
story-telling and, in some cases, petty- 
.hieving boys which are out all hours of 
the night. It may also bo brought into 
play in restraining or sending home a 
rapidly increasing number of tough 
girls, all of them under 18, and many, to 
judge by appearances, under 15, who 
are regular patrons of several down- 
town resorts and tough balls.

Dr. 3. \V. Eobertson says that more 
patients are cured by the firm and 
tactful influence and suggestiveness of 
the physicians than by tie-drugs which, 
they prescribe, in the 
majority 
of 


cases, to stimulate the imagination of 
the patient. He has found that elec- 
tricity more than anything else appeals 
to the imagination, and very often the 
effects obtained by an electrical appli- 
cation are purely psychological.

has frequently happened to him that 
through a faihire to properly connect 
his circuits, or some other slight mis- 
chance, the supply current ivas cutoff, 
and yet the patient would exhibit all 
the symptoms heretofore experienced 
when really receiving large quantities. 
Dr. Robertson has frequently, at

word of suggestion, caused the sensa- 
tion of burning at the electrode to be 
felt, the limb to contract or relax, and 
many other phenomena to assert them- 
selves which were usually associated 
with the application of the electric cur- 
rent. 
Another surgical procedure 


which has. suggestion as a basis is thfl 
so-called painless extraction of teeth 
by using an electric shock at the mo- 
ment of pulling and thus diverting the 
patient's attention.
